Response to Amendment 
By amendment filed 11/28/2005, claims 1-27 are cancelled and claims 28-52 are added 
and pending. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 28-52 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 

There is not taught or disclosed in the prior art a DFB laser comprising an optical cavity 
including a first active layer extending continuously in the propagation direction and a second 
active layer, where the first active layer comprises a high reactivity material and the second 
active layer comprises a low reactivity material as claimed.
